Teaching with Style 

Teachers Integrate Personal Experiences Into Curriculum 


Personality and heart may be the key ingredients for a teacher 
to express his or her real self when it comes to teaching a 
room full of students. Some teachers aspire to influence 
their students as much as they can by developing rela¬ 
tionships between their subjects and their students.

"I use my knowledge of being a struggling student to help 
students who struggle." Mr. Lettiere said. 

Like Mr. Lettiere. Mr. Elston uses his past experience as a stu¬ 
dent to reach out to his students. 

"I was very shy," Mr. Elston said. "I'm open now because I 
wasn't open when I was a student." 

With these little extra measures of care, teachers seem to be 
determined to make their classes and themselves as memorable 
as possible. Giving a lasting effect to their students. 

"I want students to remember that I cared, not only about 
English, but about their lives too," Mrs. Gorelick said. 

Even though some students might not be able to understand 
the determination teachers have to make them learn as much 
as possible, some teachers want to make sure that their students 
learn something through their lectures. 

"My goal is for everybody to learn at least one thing a day." 

Mr Lettiere said. "I want to be somebody who taught them and 
didn't waste any of their time." 

With some teachers' ability to open themselves up as people, 
their teaching styles may seem unique and all their own. 
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"I listen to a variety of music 
becuase I don't like just one 
kind.
